structure. 

Although the Bradford House 
agenda item was not a_ public 
hearing, local residents were invited 
by council to speak from the floor.

Against Chino Hills Airport 


OPPOSITION TO PROPOSED 
CHINO HILLS AIRPORT 

The Board of Trustees of the 
Yorba Linda School District hereby 
adopts a position firmly opposed to 
the development of the Chino Hills 
Airport or any airport within five 
miles of the District boundaries. 
Opposition to the establishment of 
an airport is warranted on the basis 
of increased hazard to student 
safety, adverse affects on instruc- 
tional programs, and an additional 
financial burden to the District. 

The principal reasons for the 
above action are as follows: 

1. It is a known fact that an airport 
will increase the volume of aircraft 
traffic within a five mile radius of its 
location. Each school day 500-600 
students are concentrated at each of 
five sites in the District; four are 
within five miles and the fifth within 
six miles of the proposed location of 
an airport. Conclusion--six hours 
every school day the safety of 2,500 
students in this District would be in 
more jeopardy from an_ aircraft 
related hazard if construction of the 
Chino Hills Airport is permitted. 

2. Granting permissions and 
rights to establish an airport does 
not, in fact, guarantee that the 
facility will be ultimately establish- 
ed in its tentative or proposed form. 
By claiming extenuating circum- 
stances such as excessive con- 
struction costs or prevailing wind 
study results, for example, it is quite 
possible that runway re-alignment 
would place the Yorba Linda School 
District area directly in takeoff or 


landing patterns, thus creating both 
an increased risk and educationally 
detrimental situation for new or 
established schools. 

3. While it is not possible to 
prevent disturbing aircraft noise 
from negatively affecting an 
educational program conducted 
outsidé of a school building, it is 
possible to acoustically treat new or 
existing classrooms--at an extreme 
financial’ burden. For example, to 
reduce noise levels (from 80-90 
decibels outside to 40-45 decibels 
inside) in 13 classrooms at five 
different school sites around Los 
Angeles International Airport, in the 
late 1960’s, the average cost was 
$9.30 per square foot. If it became 
necessary to acoustically treat 
existing Yorba Linda School District 
classrooms, the projected expend- 
iture would be about 3.2 million of 
non-educational program dollars.

ft. at $18/sq. ft. $677,394; Richard 
Nixon (12 CR’s) 23,508 sq. ft. at 
$18/sq. ft. $423,144; Rose Drive (20

After the baby ‘is born, 
both obstetrician and 
pediatrician will evaluate 
mother and baby for early 
discharge in 12 to 24 hours.

Within the 
home, mother and infant 
are evaluated in the same 
manner as the hospital- 
based patient. 

All nurses in the perinatal 
unit will be available for 
answering questions over 
the telephone 24 hours a 
day. Mothers will be seen 
by obstetricians and infants 
by their pediatricians-in two 
to six weeks post-partum.

Insight into the person 
from whom the Mabel Paine 
School was named was 
gained by students in the 
combined first and second 
grade combination class of 
Mrs. Goosman at the Paine 
School recently. 

Mrs. Page, the grand- 
mother of student Brian 
Page, a one time eighth 
grade student of Mrs. 
Paine, came to the school 
and shared information 
about her teacher and 
herself. 

Mrs. Paine was a teacher 
and principal in Yorba 
Linda for 32 years. Mrs. 
Page showed the class 
several pictures of Mabel 
Paine. In telling the story 
she said: 

‘‘Many of you young 
students wonder who Ma- 
bel Paine was and why the 
school was named after her. 

‘*Before coming to Yorba 
Linda, she taught in Olinda, 
a little oil field town just 
north of here. The old 
school was torn down just a 
few years ago when Carbon 
Canyon dam was built and 
the beautiful recreation 
park was made in that area.

posting in the amendments would, 
however, include a cutback on 
posting time before an election. The 
new limit would be 60 days instead 
of the present 90 days. Signs would 
have to be removed in 15 days 
following poll day. 
+ The more stringent requirements 
were not recommended by Post but 
were added by planning staff 
members, Arnold Hamala, Director 
of Planning reported this week. 

Also introduced by staff was 
recommendation that the bond 
which candidates wishing to post 
signs on vacant or unoccupied 
property would be required to pay, 
be increased from the current $50 to 
$100. The bond will be kept for 30 
days after the election, the measure 
states. 

Posting in the sign moratorium 
area, which principaly runs down 
Yorba Linda Boulevard from 
Valencia Avenue to Bradford 
Avenue and on Kraemer Boulevard 
from Livingston Avenue to Fairway 
Drive, shall be limited to an

Kauffman also described safety 
hazards in the neighborhood and 
explained that elementary school 
students walk around the discussed 
corner on their way to Wagner 
Elementary School. 

If the property were zoned C-1, he 
explained there would be no safe 
place for the children to walk. He 
listed injuries to neighborhood 
children in recent years, and one 


’ death, and pointed out that there is 


no buffer zone between the 
commercial development and the 
homes. 

Stanley B. Christensen, Fuller- 
ton attorney, speaking for the 
applicant stated the the Pup ‘N’ 
Taco would simply be an extension 
of the commercial use across the 
street. 

He objected to second person 
information that the principals at 


aggregate of 32 square feet for each 
candidate. That’s the same, 
excluding the written permission. 

Sponsor identification: the name, 
address and telephone number of 
the person or organization respon- 
sible for posting a political sign shall 
be affixed to each sign in a 
permanent waterproof manner, the 
document reads. 

Political signs, however, will be 
prohibited completely in public 
rights-of-way, including medians, 
tract entries, treewells and park- 
ways or on any traffic control sign or 
device. 

Also, no political sign may be 
posted on any building or land 
owned by the city of Placentia. 

This part of the amendment 
adopted, however, does not coincide 
with the recommendations made 
following the city  attorney’s 
research. 

Post, in his communication cited 
prior legal decisions on the 
dissemination of public information 
and commented: ‘‘In light of these 
cases, it is my conclusion that there 
may be no_ prior approval 
requirements if private property is 
involved; and if public property is 
involved the ordinance must include 
narrow, objective definite standards 
to guide the public entity in granting 
or denying approval.’’ 


Pup ’N’ Taco 


Wagner School and El Dorado High 
School were against the zoning 
because of problems the drive-in 
restaurant might create. 

‘They should be here to present 
their views so that there can be a 
rebuttal,’ the attorney stated. He 
said also that there are other 
commercial developments against 
schools in Placentia and that 
youngsters walk to school before 
most commercial establishments are 
open. 


Mayor Pro Tem William Rashford 
in discussion stated: ‘‘I feel that this 
particular parcel, encumbered as it 
is with surrounding uses, would best 
be suited for the commercial office 
type of zone. 

‘The type of traffic generated by 
commercial office would be more 
compatible with the existing uses...1 


Post had recommended that the 
bond for clearing the signs would be 
$50 and that posting be allowed 
three months in advance of an 
election. 

The city attorney also suggested 
that posting be permitted on public 
property with prior written approval 
of the chief building officer or a 
designate with the exceptions of 
instances of being a -hazard to 
automobile or pedestrian traffic or in 
medians where soaking pipes can be 
damaged. 

Signs would be allowed up to 32 
square feet in size without a use 
permit. 

‘In summary,’ Post wrote, I am 
recommending changes which 
would retain the limits presently 
contained in 23.90.150 except that 
the requirement of prior approval is 
more limited both on public property 
and private property.”’ 

Post further stated in his 
communique that ‘Political signs 
have protection under the First 
Amendment guarantee of Freedom 
of Speech. The courts frequently 
review ordinances controlling forms 
of political expression. 

“The (court) cases support the 
proposition that free political 
expression is very important to a 
free society and that limits on free 


expression must be narrowly 
drawn.’”’ 
would favor a commercial office 
zone."’ 


Mrs. Farmer felt that office space 
‘*may not be in demand.”’ She stated 
that the council was only considering 
the zone change and not the uses for 
the development. ‘*I cannot consider 
the development at this point in 
time.” 

Councilman Donald Holt: *‘This 
appeal tonight is brought before us 
by Pup ‘N’ Taco and is not being 
brought by the property owner,’ he 
outlined. ‘*So to try to divorce the 
zone change versus the use permit is 
awfully difficult. | submit there is a 


demand for C-0 (commercial 
office.).”’ 

Councilman Jack Gomez and 
Mayor George De Jesus both 


concurred that commercial office 
would be preferable zoning to C-1 or 
C-2 commercial uses.

Troy High School ad- 
vanced to the second round 
of the CIF playoffs with a 
19-7 win over North High 
School (Riverside) _ last 
Friday evening at Fullerton 
Stadium.
